Reasons For Allowance 

The present invention is a gas turbine method and apparatus that detects surge, 
detects stall, and operates stall recovery means. Surge and stall are known phenom- 
ena associate with gas turbine engines, and prior art control systems responsive to 
these parameters are conventional as shown, for example, by the various references 
cited on the attached Form PTO-892. Neither these nor the other references of record, 
however, disclose or fairly suggest the claimed combination of features, which include 
detecting both surge and stall, supplying both surge and stall detection signals to a stall 
recovery means, and using the stall recovery means for controlling combustor operating 
means so as to effect recovery from stall. It is pointed out that surge and stall are 
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related conditions and the two terms are sometimes used interchangeably. In this 
instance, however, these terms are being used to represent distinct conditions (see 
page I of present specification). Moreover, the use of both of these conditions in the 
manner specified by the claims and discussed above is not found in any of the refer- 
ences, and the claims are therefore considered patentable over the prior art.
